OPA Head Asks

Chief Paul Porter today urged, the 
Price Decontrol Board to restore 
price ceilings to all dairy roducts, 
saying such action "is essential to j 
the stabilization program." 


Porter sent a lengthy report on 


retail and wholesale urices and sup- 
plies of milk, butler, cheese and 
oher dairy producls to the board 
as it met to decide the future of 
dairy products now free from ceil- 
ing.

The figures showed, Porter told 


the board, lhat dairy product prices 
of former June 30 ceilings plus sub- 
sidies. 


He added 
at the 
prices of 


cheese, butter anG oilier manufac- 
tured producls "indicate-a trchd 
which if continued, will in a very 
short time lead lo a general price 
level substantially and dangerous- 
ly above the level of former ceil- 
ings plus subsidy." 


A decision on rccontrol of dairy 


producls is not expected today and 
may be delayed several days.

American-British contention is that 
the line drawn at Potsdam was 
only provisional, for administrative 
purposes, and that exacl definilion 
of Ihe areas lo be transferred i'rom 
Germany to Poland was to be left 
to the peace conference. 


What is actually happening

with an accomplished fact which 
probably could not be upset by 
anything short of a major upheav- 
al or change in Soviet policy.

to come. Secretary Byrnes ior the 
United States, supported by ;i Bri- 
ish foreign office spokesman and 
Foreign Miniser Molotov for the 
Soviet Union have laid the issue of 
the German-Polish frontier before 
Ihe world. If and when Ihe greal 
powers dispose cf Ihe lesser tasks 
of map drawing in Europe 
they 


will bo confronted wilh slill great- 
er difficulties and clangors wnen 
they approach the matter of sel- 
ling the limits of the new Germany 
in the east. 
The Russian position in a 
mil- 


shell is that the mailer is already 
settled, that the Potsdam 
confer- 


ence, by a "historical decision," al- 
ready has fixed Germany's Polish 
frontier and that any peace confer- 
ence decision can be nothing more 
than 
formal 
confirmation. The 


American-British contention is that 
the line drawn at Potsdam was 
only provisional, for administrative 
purposes, and that exacl definilion 
of Ihe areas lo be transferred i'rom 
Germany to Poland was to be left 
to the peace conference. 


What is actually happening 
is 


that the Soviet and Polish govern- 
ments, taking advantage of some 
loose drafling of the 
Yalta 
and 
Potsdam accords and the 
stern 


truth that the Red Army is 
in 


complete control of live areas in- 
volved, are presented the 
world 


with an accomplished fact which 
probably could not be upset by 
anything short of a major upheav- 
al or change in Soviet policy. Pol- 
and holds Ihe territory east of the 
line Swinemuende-River Oder-west- 
ern Neisse, has moved some 2,000,- 
000 Germans out and is continu- 
ing the process of clearing out all 
the German 
population. Molotov 


tells the world that because 
the 


western powers knew of this mass 
eviction and accepled

protest they have in effect admit- 
led the validity of Ihe Russian-Pol- 
ish position. 
Molotov disregards this sentence

nize that the transfer to Germany 
of German populations or elements 
thereof 
remaining 
in

Czechoslovakia and Hungary

Molotov 
strelches Ihis lo apply lo "Ihe ter- 
ritory assigned to Poland.' Some 
of the framers of 
the 
Potsdam 


agreement appear to have -ailed 
to foresee this interpretation, ap- 
plied to areas assigned to Poland 
"for administralive purposes" as 
well as to areas indisputably Pol- 
ish.It should be rtoled that the Rus- 
sians and Poles have not cheated 
themselves in their drawing of \he 
Swinemuende - Oder - Neisse 
line.

BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 


SENATE AND HOUSE' OF REP-

BE IT RESOLVED BY

Lewis asserted that a shortage 


of meat already has reached "fam- 
ine proportion" in six southeast- 
ern Kentucky counties, which he 
did not further identify. 


Aside from going without meat, 
Lewis added, miners in many lo- 
calities have been unable to obtain 
lard and fats for cooking and sea- 
soning. 


"The very method of price fixing 
under the OPA," Lewis said, "op- 
erates against the distribution of 
adequate meat supplies to mining 
areas because the seller can profit 
more in nearby markets. 
"Those in the know assert that 
we face the worst meat shortage 
ever experienced in the imrnediat 
weeks to, come unless meat prices 
are decontrolled. The United Min 
Workers have consistently opposed 
the uneconomic, bureaucratic con- 
trol and price fixing policies of 
OPA.
